That is Lieut. W. T. Robinson, who 
brought down the first Zeppelin over 
London. 

Lieut. Robinson was said to be the 
worst flier in the corps, if not in the 
whole of the British Isles. When he 
was up all the other fliers stayed on 

} the ground or went off in a different 
direction, because they never could 
tell what Robinson was going to do. 


In the air he was much like a clumsy | 
skater on the ice playing hockey.’

sHE Secretary of Agriculture, D. F. Houston, 
T today issued the following statement: 
“There is nothing in the food situation of 
the country which justifies hysterical thinking or 
action. This‘is not a time for hysteria. Nor is 


ple to be drected or dominated by those who have 
the interests of. another country primarily at 
heart or any selfish interest to further. 

““The prices of foodstuffs are high. A full and 
satisfactory explanation of prevailing prices is 
not possible on the basis of existing knowledge. 
It is only recently that agencies have been cre- 
ated in the country to study food distribution, 
and we have not all the necessary facts to enable 
us to arrive at the truth. 

‘Where the. food supply is located, who owns 
it, what may be the difficulties of securing it, 
whethef the local market conditions are due to 
car shortage, whether there is artificial manipu- 
lation or control, no one can state with certainty. 
It is essential that we have the facts, not only 
because of the light they might throw on*present 
conditions, but also because they are prerequi- 
site for the working out of a permanent, just 
and. economical system of marketing. Therefore 
the investigation: directed by the President ought 
to be Made promptly, and Congress ought to give 
the Federal Trade Commission and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture the necessary funds. 

“Certainly such an investigation cannot fur- 
nish immediate relief, but it would be absurd to 
oppose it for this reason. It does not stand in the 
way of other measures that may be wise. 
not prevent any constructive action on the part 
of any municipal or local agencies. We must 
have the facts and the sooner the investigation is 
bundertaken the better. It is highly probable that 
as a result of it large permanent improvements 
may be made. 


[ . Importance of Food Conservation. 


 “#Or partial Immediate reiet, every individual 
and community should consider earnestly the 
matter of food conservation and the limitation 
of waste. As a nation we seem to have a dis- 
dain of economizing. In many homes there is a 
strong feeling that it is ‘only decent’ to provide 
more food than will be eaten and that it is de- 
meaning to reckon closely. The experts of the 
Department of Agriculture report to me that the 
dietary studies made by them point to an an- 
nual food waste of about. $700,000,000: Of course, 
the waste in families of very limited means is 
slight, but in the families of moderate and ample 
means the waste is considerable. Even if the 
estimate were reduced by half the waste would 
still be enormous. 

“The food waste in the household, experts as- 
sert, results in large measure from bad prepara- 
tion and bad cooking, from improper care and 
handling, and, in well-to-do families, from -serv- 
ing.an undue number of courses and an over- 
abundant supply and failing to save and utilize 
the food not consumed. As an instance of im- 
proper handling, it is discovered that in the pre- 
paration of potatoes, 20 per cent of the edible 
portion in many cases is discarded. 

“Tl am informed that the belligerents in Europe, 


to this time, accomplished their purposes more 
largely through conservation of foods, regulation 
of the diet, limitation of courses and quantities 
and prevention of waste, rather then through 
direct control of production or regulation of dis- 
tribution under any sort of dictatorship. Only 
recently has England indicated her intention to 
deal directly with production, and in doing s0 
has recognized it as essential that she guar- 
antee to farmers a reasonable minimum price 
over a period of years. Obviously, if farmers 
are to be induced to increase acreage, a guarantee 
of a reasonable price by the nation or the com- 


munity seems necessary.

Estimated Supply, for Current Year. } 


“The weather conditions during the growing 
season of 1916 were unfavorable in many parts 
of the world. They were distinctly unfavorable 
in this country. Although there was a large 
wheat acreage, the weather conditions were such 
as to favor the appearance of the black-rust dis- 
ease affecting wheat. The consequence was that 
although the acreage was large, the yield was rel- 
atively small. The conditions were not especial- 
ly favorable for corn and for some other im- 
portant crops. 

“Still, the food output on the whole for the cur- 
rent year Was not so small as to excite alarm. 
The corn crop was 2,600,000,000 bushels, nearly 
the five-year average. The oat crop was above 
the five-year average, the barley very nearly 
the five-year average, rye 10,000,000 bushels more 
than the five-year average and rice 40,000,000 
bushels, as against 29,000,000 bushels the year 
before and 24,500,000 bushels the five-year av- 
erage. 

“The production of kafir corn, a relatively new 
crop, was 50,000,000 bushels. The production of 
peaches 37,000,000 bushels, of pears 10,400,000 
bushels and of apples 67,500,000 barrels, represents 
approximately the five-year average, while the 
estimated production of oranges was 23,800,000 
boxes, or 2,600,000 more than that of the preced- 
ing year. The crop of sugar beets was one of 
the largest ever produced. 


. “Meat products, likewise, were produced in larg- 
er quantities, the estimated amount for the year 
being 22,378,000,000 pounds, as against a five- 
year average of 19/712,000,000 pounds, or 2,000,- 
000,000 greater than the output for the year 1915.

“Looking only at the crop of 640,000,000 bush- 
els and having in mind the possibilities of ex: 
port as suggested by the figure of 332,000,000 for 
1914-15, the. public naturally apprehended that 
there would be a lack of bread. Dealers and 
others became unduly excited. The total avail- 
able supply, including both the crop and the 
carry over, aggregating 804,000,000 bushels—part 
of which, {t should be said, was not suitable for 
t ( milling purposes—should have been consi‘creal 


\as well as the relatively small exports for the

first six months of the current vear. Up to the 
first of January, the exports were only 97,000,000 
bushels, and they have tended to decrease, partly 
on account of the disturbed shipping conditions 
since the first of January. Our normal domestic 
needs of wheat for human food, for seeding pur- 
poses and for a reserve to carry over into the 
next year require 640,000,000 bushels. As I have 
stated, the total year’s supply is 804,000,000 bush- 
els. This would give us an available exportable 
surplus of 164,000,000 bushels. At the rate of 
export since the first of July, with the tendency 
to decline recently, we should have enough wheat 
in the country very nearly to supply normal 
needs. 


[ Prospect for Increased Crops. 


“IT am not a prophet and cannot furnish any 
guarantee for the future. There are certain things, 
however, I do know. The farmers, governed as 
they are by ordinary motives, in response to the 
present level of prices, have in certain direc- 
tions shown a definite purpose to increase their 
acreage: Winter wheat was sown in the fall.

Germans Drew Out of Trap. 


“Come around about Feb. 15 and I 
will have a nice little show,” was the 
parting word of the General,, but the 
Germans did not wait for the “show;” 
they were, in fact, already drawing 
out of the trap and their retirement 
is still going on. 

The next day at British headquar- 
ters Sir Douglas Halg showed me on 
his map the first stage of the Ger- 
man withdrawal, the evacuation of 
Grandcourt, which had taken place 
the previous night. 

“A year ago,” said the British Com- 
mander in Chief, pointing to the new- 
ly taken territory, “so extensive an 
advance would have awakened com- 
ment all over the world, but now it 
means little to the world, which has 


indicated the progress of the British 
at the Somme, progress measured, not 
by the gain of territory, but by the 
drafts made upon German numbers. 
On this day, Feb. 7, the Germans had 
on the western front, or behind it, 
133 1-2 divisions, not less than 2,000,- 
000 men, and already, as Sir Douglas 
Haig explained, more than one divi- 
sion had been signaled as returned 
from Rumania. By color schemes he 
showed me the number of German 
divisions that appeared twice, those 
that had come back even for the third 
time, an eloquent witness to the effi- 
ciency of the British pressure, since 
the divisions that had retired, re- 
turned, retired and come back, had 
gone through two complete reorgani- 
zations. 

General Retirement Unlikely. 

As I have said, the German retire- 
ment, which is now the big fact in 
the war, has just begun, but I recall 
that 1 asked Sir Douglas Haig, as !

preceding day, if a general German 
retirement in France were possible, 
and both had agreed that it was un- 
likely: what they did think likely 
was that the Germans might retire 
locally from dangerous salients and 
angles.

His climactic failure is the logical sequence of 
lesser failures during his career—tailures which 
tempered public admiration of his shrewdness and 
skill as a political strategist and checked public 
confidence in his sincerity, courage and statesman- 
ship. 

Senator Stone's paltering and compromising at- 
titude on the Lusitania crime was regarded as a 
political play—as a sop to his pro-German con- 
stituents. Whether he was playing politics or not, 
his course then marked him as a man who was 
not dependable, either from lack of courage and 
candor or from lack of knowledge and think- 
ing capacity or from lack of sound Americanism. 

His present attitude in the nation’s greatest 
érisis since the Civil War, whether it arises from 
an inherent or cultivated lack of sincerity or from 
an. habitual spirit of political compromise or from 

a lack of understanding of American principles or 
incapacity asa statesman, proves him unfit for the 
exercise of the power and responsibility with 
which he has been intrusted. “The one alterna- 
tive would prove a fatal defect of fidelity to his 
country’s interest and the other a fatal defect 
of capability for the highest legislative functions. 

The Stone amendments would have emasculated 
the Senate resolution. They embodied a miserable 
compromise under which the President's hands 
would have been tied and part of the neutral rights 
and international law for which we have contend- 
ed would have been denied and left defenseless. 
They would have placed the President in a posi- 
tion of deep humiliation and helplessness.“ ‘They 
would have abandoned the country’s vital rights 
and interests. 

Fortunately, the overwhelming majority of the 
Senate for courageous patriotism and sound Amer- 
icanism rendered Senator Stone’s defection and 
betrayal ineffectual for evil.

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DECORATE THE CAPITOL. 

The Missouri Legislature is displaying a very 
proper and patriotic attitude toward the proposal 
to decorate the new State Capitol with historical 
painting and sculpture. 

The bill introduced by Senator Kinney, which 
creates a Capitol Decoration Commission, to serve 
without compensation and makes an initial ap- 
propriation of $50,000 for decorations out of the 
excess in the Capitol tax fund, was taken from 
its regular place on the calendar by unanimous 
consent of the Senate on Thursday and advanced 
to a position of advantage in the closing days of 
the session. The House should do the same thing 
with the duplicate House bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Hostetter. It is purely a matter of 
State pride, and seeks to gratify the desire of 
everyone to whom the history of Missouri ‘is dear. 

The bill should be passed. Senator Kinney is 
making a fine fight for it in the Senate, and a 
similar fight for it in the House will insure its 
adoption. 
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MISSISSIPPI, CATTLE STATE. 

A party of Mississippi cattle raisers went to 
New Orleans this week and at a special meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce gave due notice to 
the business interests of that city that their cat- 
tle industry was. being ignored. The men said 
that they would prefer to sell their products in 
New Orleans and so were giving that city ample 
warning to prepare to handle their business. 
Unless the Crescent City took steps at once, the 
Mississippians said, they were going to St. Louis 
to hear the best terms offered to them there. 

The Chamber of Commerce has appointed a 
committee to investigate the local trade field as 
a cattle center, with a view to interesting capital. 
It is said that the money is practically assured 
if the livestock census proves as favorable as is 
anticipated. The principal work of this com- 
mittee lies in. Louisiana, Southern Arkansas and 
Alabama, for the Mississippi ranchmen took 
their figures with them. 

In a figurative “shooting up” of the committee 
room, they announced that in 1912 Mississippi 
shipped 2753 hogs and in 1916 more than 200,000 
head; that in 1906, 3294 head of cattle were mar- 
keted and last year 160,000 head were sold for

St. Louis has had 90 per cent of this business, 
the Mississippians told the New Orleans busi- 
ness men.

This gratifying teversal of the former attitude 
of the body, together with the Senate's passage of 
the tax commission bill and the announced plan to 
have the Legislature remain for 10 days after 
the expiration of the 70-day limit, continuing its 
work to March 23, has caused an excellent im- 
pression.

trenches and they seldom react. Do 
not misunderstand—the Germans are 
etill very strong. They are well fed 
fna well led; they will be to the 
last.” 

The British Morale. 

I think this would sum up fairly 
well the British view at the front. 
It is impossible to exaggerate the 
sense of moral superiority existing 
among the men who have held their 
present lines against every sort of 
material advantage, held the lines in 
many cases to the point of the anni- 
‘hilation of the defenders, but now 
know that they have a superiority in 
shells and in machinery. Nothing in 
the whole war is more ghastly than 
the story of the shell scandal in the 
British army and untold thousands 
have died because their high com- 
mand insisted that men should hold 
and attack supported by shrapnel 
instead of high explosives. But the 
evil days and the terrible days are 
passed.. 

I do not believe that the British 
aime in France expects to win the 
war this year. I do not believe that 
the Generals are thinking in terms 
of a day, a month, or a year. What 
seems to be the feeling is, that, after 
two years and a half of war, there 
army 
which is still gaining in knowledge 
and strength. For nearly"two years 
the British army hung on, now it is 
advancing; it escaped the humiliation, 
it is experiencing success. ’ 

One of the questions I asked all the 
Generals with whom I talked, was 
as to the possibility of a German of- 
fensive at some point on the British 
front. All agreed that it was possi- 
ble, some expected it. A push at the 
Ypres salient, the worst position on 
the whole front was frequently sug- 
gested, Gen. lieterre in ».Paris 
quite stronsty7argued that the Ger- 
mans would” make this attack. I 
think that there is a considerable ex- 
pectation in London that it will 
come. 

Soldiers in Excellent Shape. 

But such an offensive carries no 
real peril to the mind of the British 
army in France, which is chiefly in- 
terested to know if the Germans will 
bring out some new device, some new 
weapon like “poison gas” and en- 
endeavor Ly using it to open a gap 
in the British front as was opened at 
Ypres just two years ago. 

Of the physical condition of the Brit- 
ish army it is impossible to speak too 
highly. I was in France in the zero 
weather of last month. Every morn- 
ing I rode out along the roads and 
camps and never have I seen so many 
soldiers, looking so young and strong 
and fit. It seemed as if all the east- 
ward leading valleys of France were 
swarming with British, Canadian and 
Australian troops pushing onward to the 
front. 

As to the theory of attrition, of the 
exhaustion of German numbers, 
William Robertson, the British Chief of 
Staff, told me frankly that by using 
prisoners and Belgians Germany had 


colors sufficient Germans to meet her 
immediate problem. As to German 
munitions,\he made an expressive ges- 
ture to emphasize that the Germans, 
while firing less than the British, were 
heaping it up. 

From the British army in France, 
with which I stayed a week, I brought 
away the feeling of confidence and of 
intelligent optimism. It has the ap- 
pearance of an army which has under- 
taken a contract, not with a time limit 
clause, not with a fixed hour or place 
of completion. It has undertaken a con- 
tract to dispose of the German mili- 
tary problem or that part of the Ger- 
man army assigned to it. It feels that 
it is doing the work, it recognizes that 
the way is still difficult and the time 
may yet be long. It expects new Ger- 
man attacks anc it envisages the pos- 
sibility of real German successes, but 
it has only one possible apprehension,

“Bismarck,” declares the Amerika, 
“would never have wade the blunder of 
trying to provoke the fox to bite the 
lion in the leg.”

TOKIO SAYS BERLIN 


TRIED TO ‘ESTRANGE’ 
JAPAN FROM U.S.) 


Frequently Sought to Bring 
About Trouble Between Coun- 
tries, Foreign Office States. 


CALLS MOVE RIDICULOUS 


Vice Foreign Minister Explains 
His Country’s Attitude Toward 
Idaho and Oregon Bills. 


TOKIO, March 3.—An additional state- 
ment issued by the Japanese Foreign 
Office today refers to frequent attempts 
of Germany ‘to sow ‘seeds of distrust 
between Japan and Great Britain and 
to cause the estrangement of Japan and 
the United States,” and adds: “The 
Government is confident that the peo- 
ple and Governments of the entente 
will continue to have confidence in 
Japan’s loyalty and its determination to 
extend all possible aid and share the 
difficulties and hardships until the 
struggle against Germany and German 
cruelties ends.”’ 

The declaration of the Japanese 
Government through Foreign Minister 
Viscount. Motono that Japan has re- 
ceived no proposition from México or 
Germany to join in a possiblé war 
against the United States, was sup- 
niemented in a statement made to the 
Associated Press ‘on behalf of the 
Government by Kijuro Shidehara. 
Vice Foreign Minister. 

“We were greatly surprised to 
hear of the German proposal,” he 
said. “We cannot imagine what Ger- 
many is thinking about to conceive 
that she could possibly involve us in 
war with the United States by merely 
asking Mexico. This is too ridicu- 
lous for words. Needless to say, 
Japan remains faithful to her allies.” 


Idaho and Oregon Bills. - 

In response to a question regard- 
ing Japan's attitude toward the anti- 
Japanese measures which were 
brought forward ir Idaho and Ore- 
gon, M. Shidehara said he had 
especially requested newspapers to 
refrain from inflammatory comment, 
advising that the matter be left for 
treatment through diplomatic chan- 
| nels. It was noticeable that the agi- 
tation did not approach that of’ the 
time the iihttér was brought up in 
C lifornia in 1913, an’ it is doubtful 
whether the masses of the people 
were even cognizar: of the Oregon 
and Idaho bills. | 

“Of. course, we registered objec- 
tions to the bills on the ground that 
they were discriminatory,” M. Shide- 
hara continued. “Japan is convinced 
Secretary Lansing has done every- 
thing possible to prevent the passage 
of the measures, but regrets the ap- 
parent revival of an anti-alien meas- 
ure in one State. We realize the em- 
barrassment of the Central Govern- 
ment owing to the system of State 
rights, but it is our duty to protect 
the dignity, honor and interests of 
Japanese subjects.” 


Friendly Toward U. 6. 

Shidehara continuing declare@ that 
the relations between Japan and 
America «were entirely frienaly and 
that Japan hoped to discover a fun- 
damental solution of the problems af- 
fecting Japanese residents in the 
United States, but had not yet found 
it. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
called the attention of the vice For- 
eign Minister to the comments of sev- 
eral Japanese newspapers, including 
one from Osaka, referring to the al- 
leged menace of the increasing navy 
of the United States and to the pos- 
sibility of a future war between 
Japan and that country; also to an- 
other comment condemning anti-Jap- 
anese legislation in America and urg- 
ing the creation of identical interests 
with China by co-operation, as a 
means of improving the chances of 


\solving all the problems which, con- 


tinuing, might lead to war. 

Shidehara replied that the Japanese 
press did not represent the opinion of 
responsible Japanese leaders nor tn- 
fluence the Government, whose con- 
stant desire was friendship with 
America. 

Concerning Mexico, he said the Jap- 
anese relations with that country 
were normal. He understood that 
some Japanese mechanics sailed on 
the Kotohira Maru with machinery 
chiefly designed for Mexican paper 
mills. Mexican agents, he said, were 
unable to purchase rifles or war mu- 
nitions in Japan. 

Col. Manuel Peres Romero, Minister 
of the Mexican de facto Government 
to Japan, today denied to the Associ- 
ated Press correspondent all knowl- 
edg of the German conspiracy. He 
declared that he had conducted no 
negotiations on the subject and that 
he believed Japan wanted only friend- 
ship and increased commercial rela- 
tions with the United States.

Crowds Reach Capital for Pub- 
lic Exercises—City Gaily 
Decorated. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—President 
Wilson will take the oath which makes 
him Presideit of the United States for 
another term tomorrow, probably at 
noon, privately and without ceremony, 


in his office in the Capitol, where he 
expects to be signing bills during the 
closing hours of Congress. He will take 
the oath of office upon the same Bible 
he used’ when sworn in as Governor of 
New Jersey and later when he took his 
first oath as President. It is a family 
heirloom. 

Monday the s’resident will take an- 
other oath at the open-air tnaugural 
ceremonies at the Capitol just before 
he delivers his inaugural address. There 
was ample precedent in law for the 
President to take no oath at all until 
Monday, but he élected to take it to- 
morrow. Vice President Marshall prob- 
ably will do the same thing and repeat 
his part of the ceremony in the Senate 
chamber Monday. 

4 Tonight ‘he national capital, just 
emerged from nearly a week of rain and 
snow, is shaking off the rain drops, dry- 
ing its bedraggled finery, which, luckily, 
is all in fast colors, and generally re- 
arranging the rumpled condition in 
which a fair city finds itself after being 
all dressed up, rained on first and then 
covered under a glaze. Somebody said 
today that the capital looked like a belle 
caught in a thunder shower. 

Enthusiasm Not Dam 

It hasn’t dampened the inaugural en- 
thusiasm any, however, because the 
Weather Bureau has made a prediction 
that while it may be unsettled Sunday, 
it probably will be fair and colder Mon- 
day. Conditions are uncertain, it was 
explained, because of movement of a 
storm centered over the Mississippi. 
Inaugural crowds which have braved 
the capricious weather of March will 
consider themselves lucky to find any-~ 
thing but rain or snow, 

Everything is in readiness for’ the 
ceremonies which promise to be a great 
demonstration of Americanism. Coming 
at a time when the country is faced 
with foreign complications of the grav- 
est sort, the note of patriotism domi- 
nates all else. 

The American flag and the red, white 
and blue comprise the whole scheme 
of decorations. Tonight hundreds of old 
glories are rippling and fluttering in the 
white beams of flood lights. Before the 
White House the,court of honor, fn 
which President Wilson will review the 
inaugural procession is a flood of 
light. The courts of state erected along 
Pennsylvania avenue are illuminated itn 
a similar way and the broad avenue is 
looped, trimmed and decked with hun- 
dreds of strands of glimmering lamps. 

Thousands are pouring into the city. 
Troops, bronzed and hardened from 
service on the Mexican border, are here 
to line the avenue tomorrow as the 
President passes by-~the first time since 
the first inauguration of Lincoin that 
soldiers have been present in that way. 
Hundreds of young military cadets are 
about tn their attractive uniforms, 
thousands of other visitors have 
crammed the hotels and all other avail- 
able places.’ 

Governors Are Arriving. 

President «Wilson has as«ed ‘that his 
inauguration be a simple one, and aside 
from the great manifestations of pa- 
triotism which are seen on every hand, 
it will be a simple affair, lacking tinsel 
and pomp and trimmings. 

Governors of states were arriving to- 
right with staffs tn gold-laden uniforms.

“When did it come to pass that the 
people of the United States have good 
reason to lean upon the strong shoul- 
Gers of Johnny Bull,” asked Senator 
Stone. “Whence came this impulse of 
dominating affection? There are Sen- 
ators and members of the House who 
somehow have been duped or per- 
suaded or have persuaded themselves 
to ally themselves with England; to 
announce themselves as partisans of 
that power. I can’t share that idea.” 

When he concluded Senator Stone 
had been talking for four and ea half 
hours. 

Senator Sutherland, Republican of 
Utah, supported the bill, but declared 
the President already had guthority 
tu protect American citizens on Amér- 
ican ships just as he had power to re- 
pel invasion without consulting Con- 
gress. 

“Notwithetanding the 
authority,” he said, “he has asked 
Congress for this authority. If this 
legislation were to fafl, it would be 
misunderstood abroad. 1 am _ not 
afraid of the result of this ‘legisia- 
tion, whatever it might lead to. We 
ought to stand for our rights and 
maintain them even if it leads to 
war.”

PRICE OF U. S. FLAGS GOES UP 


Demand for “Old Glory” in New York 
Causes Shortage of Supplies. 
NEW YORK, March 3.—Flag deal- 
ers say that the great demand for 
“Old Glory” since the beginning of 
Germany’s unrestricted submarine 
warfare has caused a temporary 
shortaze of supply and increased 
prices 25 per cent. Wooden and steel 
flag poles also cost from one-third 
to one-half more than a year ago. 
The increase in flag prices is as- 
cribed first, to the tremendous de- 
mand; second, to the scarcity of dye- 
stuffs, and third, to the increase in 
cost of material. The flag factories 
are working day and night shifts.

COPEXKHAGEN, March i3.-— The

The wrathful tone of all references 
to Japan after the seizure of Kiau 
Chau ‘has leng since given way to 
less nostile references and, from the 
thoment when the entry of the United 
States into the war became a possi- 
bility’ because of the submarine issue, 
the ‘dea of an attack by Japan on 
America was taken up by several 
German newspapers. 2 

In the days tmmediately following 
the announcement of unrestricted 
submarire warfare prominence was 
given in the German press to a story 
ostensibly received from Stockholm 
that Japan was preparirg to break 
away from her present aliiance ahd 
attack the United States through 
Mexico. The report persisted even 
after the receipt of declarations by 
the Japanese Ambassador in Wash- 
ington that relations petween Amer- 
ica and Japan were excellent and that 
Japan's alliance with the entente was 
on a firm basis. 

A Favorite Germans Theme. 

The idea of America being deterred 
from participation itn the war by fear 
of possible complications, with Japan 
and Mexico has long been a favorite 
theme of the German -chauvinistic 
prese, but was never considered a 
serious probability by German papers 
and circles of more moderate opinions. 

The publication here of the text of the 
Zimmerman note and the confirmation 
of its authenticity by President Wilson 
is treated as a sensation of the firat 
magnitude by the Danish press, exceed- 
ing anything of the kind that the war 
has eo far produced.

Captain Believed to Have Been Hus- 
band of Woman Sisin et Fufucka 
Last Moath. 

TOKIO, March 3.—According te 
newspaper reports today, Capt. von 
Saldern, Lelieved to be the husband 
of ‘the German woman recently mur- 
dered at Fifuoka, has ended his life 
by hanging in the German prisoners’ 
camp at that place. 


A Tokio dispatch on Feb. 26 report- 
ed that the wife of a German pris- 
oner of war named Saldern, whose 
rank was given as Lieutenant, had 
been strangled to death at Fufuoka, 
where she was said to have rented a 
hvuse to be near her husband. 

Capt. Siegfried 
von Saldern was Irma von Capelle, 
daughter of Vice-Admiral von Ca- 
pelle, head of the German Admiralty.

DRINK IN STATE CAPITOL 
BAR SAID TO AFFECT ORATORY 


is Mixture of Whisky and Champagne 

—Dry Senstors Threaten te De- 

mand Investigatios. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 3-—-The 
conduct of some Senators on the floor 
of the Missouri Senate, which Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Crossley, in an address to 
the Senate Friday, said would not be 
tolerated in any well-regulated barroom 
in the State, has called public attention 
to the private bar maintained in a small 
room in the basement of the Capitol. 

Although the public is not admitted 
to the bar, reports have come of a new 
drink which recently has found much 
favor with the visitors to the basement 
room, and which ts said to be guaran- 
teed to bring to the surface all the 
latent oratory or slumbering pugnacity 
which may be within a statesman. 

It is made in an ordinary water tum- 
bler. Three fingers of bourbon whisky 
is poured into the glass and the glass 
then is filled with champagne. It is 
common talk in the Senate that the ef- 
fects of the remarkable drink have been 
noticeable on the floor on several occa- 
sions. 

The Senate bar long has been main- 
tained either in an anteroom of the 
Senate or’in a basement room, and for 
35 years has been presided over by John 
Moore, a negro, who is carried on the 
pay roll as a clerk of the Senate at 
$3.50 a day. . 

Since the remarks of Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Crossley Friday, however, one or 
two of the Senators have been threat- 
ening an official investigation of the 


bar, which has been ignored by the 
drys as a matter of senatorial courtesy. 


‘GERMANY 50 PER CENT SHORT 


OF MARK SET FOR U-BOATS 


February Total Tonnage Sunk Is Put 
at 400,000, Which Exceeds British 
Estimate by 140,000. 
LONDON, March 3.—Germany fatled 
by slightly more than a 50 per cent mar- 
gin to make good her threat to sink 
1,000,000 tons of merchant shipping dur- 
ing the first month of unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare, according to figures in 
the possession of the Associated Press, 
the absolute reliability of which is 
vouched for here. Her submarines, the 
figures show, sent to thé bettom dur- 
ing the month of February, in round 

numbers, 490,000 tons. 

This figure exceeds by 140,900 tona, it is 
declared, what the British authorities 
expected would be sunk during that 
month ff ordinary submarine warfare 
had been continued. It compares with 
346,656 tons sunk during Vecember and 
388,067 tons during January. 


GERMANY HOLDS OUT HOPE OF 
INDEPENDENCE FOR FLANDERS 


Chancellor Promises Ald to Delegation 
of Activist Party—Measures Un- 
der Way Now, He Says. 
LONDON, March 2.—The aid of Ger- 
many in establishing the independence 
of Flanders was promised by Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the German I[m- 
perial Chancellor, to a deputation rep- 
resenting the activist Mlemish party 
which visited him, according to a dis- 
patch from Berlin received in Amster- 

dam ald transmitted by Reuter’s. 

The independencs of Flanders would 
be on the basis of Wlemish language 
and civilization. The Imperial Chan- 
cellor is said to have told the deputa- 
tion that the movement had the ap- 
proval of the German Emperer. 

‘Measures are under way,” Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg is reported to have 
added, “which aim at giving the I“lem- 
ish nation the opportunity hitherto de- 
nied—free cultural and economic devel- 
opment—thereby laying the foundation 


| of the independence which it hopes to 
| sain, but which it can hardly attain by 
; iis own strength. The unlted efforts of 
| the German authorities and the Flemish

sired result.’’

There is nothing on the farm, tnvest- 
ment considered, that will bring in §0 
large a return as poultry, according to 
R. McGee, a farmer near Kildare, Ok. 
MeGee has totaled his records for 1916 
and found that his 100 Single-Comb 
Rhode Island Reds bfought him nore 
than $200 the past year and that instead 
of 100 birds he had 110 to begin 1911.

These were no exceptionally well-bred 
birds; in fact, MeGee bought the 100 
hens at 560 cents apiece, which is not 
even a good price for market birds. 
It will be noted that his feed bill is un- 
usually law.- It usually is considered 
that it costs about $1 a year to feed 
the average hen. On this basis it will 
be seen that this farm flock picked up 
more than half its living about the 
place, which without poultry would have 
been largely wasted. 

This demonstrates the protit possi- 
bilities in farm poultry raising. And 
yet, as a matter of fact, if the truth 
were known it would be found that the 
average profit per bird is fully as high, 
if not higher, for the flocks kept In the 
city, as compared with farm flocks. 
This is due to the fact that the town 
poultryman gives his birds more careful 
attention than the man on the farm. He 
takes a greater interest in his flock, 
since this is largely a matter of recrea- 
ticn with him, while with the average 
farmer it is an uninteresting chore.

URIM—A Jewish festival commemorat- 
ing the defeat of Haman’s plot to mas- 
sacre the Jews (Esther IX, 26), ob- 
served annually on the l¢th and 15th 
of Adar {about 1st of March).’— 
Standard Dictionary. 

“Wherefore they called these days 
Purim after the name of Pur. Therefore, for all the 
words of this letter, and of that which they had seen 
concerning this matter, and which had come unto 
them.” Pgxther IX, 26. . 

The festival of Purim, »which will be eelebrated by 
the Jews this year on March 8, is one of merrymaking, 
jollity, and feasting—it is the Jaéwish Thanksgiving 

for the preservation of their race. It ts not really a 

religious boliday, inasmuch as business may be trans- 

acted on that day and even manual labor may be per- 
formed. It has tts origin in the Book of Esther, and 
because of the worldly spirit of that book, is devoid of 
relicious -spirit. -And this is the story of the origin 
Purim, as it is set down in the Book of Esther. 
Ahasuerus, King of Persia, had put away his wife, 
Vashti, for disobedience Then, of many of the falir- 
est virgins of the kingdom, he selected Esther, an or- 
phan daughter of the tribe of Benjamin, to be his 
fueen. Esther lived with and was under the protec- 
tion of her cousin, Mordecai. Haman, Grand Vizier of 
the kingdom, had commanged Mordecai to do homage 
to him. Mordecai refused, and Haman determined to 
do away with him and all his co-religionists. He rep- 
resented to he King that the Jews were unruly and 
disloyal, and promised to pay into the royal treasury 
10,000 silver talents if the King would permit him to 
exterminate them and confiseate their property. This 
the King acceded to, and sét by lot, the day for this 
outrage. Mordecai then implored the Queen to save 
her compatriots. At great personal risk, Esther ap- 
peared before the King to ask him to rescind his de- 
cree. Pleased by her appearance, the King extended 
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to her his clemency and promised to feast with 
her in her apartments on two successive nights. 

After the feat of the first night, Ahasuerus was 
made aware of the fact that Mordecai had dis- 
covered,. some time before, and made known to. 
the Queen, a plot against the King’s life, for 
which, through some oversight, he had not beem 
rewarded. The King, therefore, ordered a pageant 
in Mordecai’s honor, and forced Haman to be 
the chief follower. At the banquet next day, at 
which Haman was present, the Queen preferred 
her request, and the King learned for the first 
time that she was a Jewess. Her petition for the 
lives of her people was granted, and Haman, to- 
gether with his 10 sons, was hanged from the gib- 
bet he had prepared for Mordecai. Mordecai was 
then made Grand Vizier. 

And at a further request from Esther, the Jews 
were permitted to slay those that had plotted to 
slay them, and to plunder the property of their 
enemies. This the Jews did, for two days, al- 
though they did not indulge in pillage. And on 
the 14h and 15th of Adar Esther and Mordecai 
founded the yearly feast of Purim.

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New York girl who married Sawalki nobleman re- 
turns to America and in book gives account of 
sufferings and hardships endured and of grim 
battles for her life and those of her children in 


war-swept district 


OME 15 years ago, Laura Blackwell, a pretty 

New York girl of a wealthy family, went to 

Paris to study music. There, after three 

years, she married Stanislaw de Gozdawa 

Tureznyowicz, a Polish nobleman, and went 

to live with him on his estates in Suwalki, 

on the border line between Germany and Rus- 

sia. Their home was a beautiful villa, with large 

grounds and forest land. For~several years the couple 

lived there contentedly with their children and retain- 
ers. Then came the war. 

In the next two years the sheltered New York girl 
went through experiences that fiction can only approx- 
imate, experiences from which only her reserve stores 
of American energy and pluck brought her and her 
children through alive. : 

A short time ago Mme. Turcznyowicz came to New 
York and, at the request of persons interested in Polish 
relief work, caused to be published a book telling of her 
experiences in war-swept Suwalki (G. P. Putnam's Sons). 
She writes in a straight narrative style, without literary 
embellishments and, though pro-Russian in her senti- 
ments, has made an obvious attempt to be fair, even 
to the enemies of her adopted country. 

After describing the panic created in Suwalki by the 
‘first announcement of war, Madame Turcznyowicz tells 
of the effect in her community of the abolition of 
vodka' drinking by the Czar. She writes: 


“What excitement prevailed over this announcement 
in a country where at dinner one must reckon at least 
one bottle of vodka for each guest. * * * The day 
before the official destruction of the liquor stocks was 
to take place we went to get alcohol for hospital work. 
There were tremendous crowds about, all struggling to 
get a last bottle to drink. We were forced to get police 
protection to bring our alcoho! home. 


“The next day we saw the destruction of the ‘mo- 
nopol.’ The Chief of Police ordered all spirits. carried 


to the top of the hill, then thousands of bottles were 
smashed and the fiery liquid ran in streams. What 
cries there were from the. people—the peasants threw 
themselves on the ground, lapping the vodka with their 
tongues and, when they could drink no more, rolled over 
and over in it.” | 

The first Month of the war was marked with troop 
movements through Suwalki and visits from German 

* aeroplanes. The American woman had established a 
hospital in her villa and it was soon filled with wound- 
ed Russians. 

In the middle of September the order came to evacu- 
ate Suwalki. Madame Turcznyowicz managed, with her 
children and a servant, to get aboard a train carrying 
wounded soldiers to Warsaw. In her excitement she 
had brought little along except her bag of toast, a ham 


and several pairs of silk stockings. 
“On the way,’ writes the American woman, “two 
badly wounded men were pushed into our car. One of 


them had a gaping wound in the breast. In a flash of 
inspiration I knew why I had brought those stockings 
alone. Those stockings made a passable bandage and 
a very cheerful one when finished. [magine tying your 
own stockings around a wounded soldier in a cattle car, 
by the light of a candle, held by the patient.”” He died 
the next morning. 

For a short time Madame stayed in Warsaw and in 


Brest-Litovsk. Late in October the Germans -were 
driven from Suwalki and she received permission to 
return to her home. The villa was found almost 


wrecked. The inside of the house had been practically 
demolished by the German troops who had been quar- 
tered there. The filthy condition the villa was left in 
was indescribable. 

Thus far the troubles of Madame Turcznyowicz had 
beer those of her neighbors, annoying, but not unen- 
durable. In February, 1915, things took a severe change. 
Her son, Wladek, became very ill and a few days later 
orders again came to evacuate Suwalki. 

“On the 9th,” the American woman writes, “Wladek 
was no better. We suspected typhus. That night I in- 
sisted that my husband leave, saying I would meet him 
in Warsaw. It was dangerous for him to stay, and with 
an ill child I could not leave. The poor littlé@ fellow 
began to be delirious.”’ 

As the Russians retreated through the town an army 
surgeon was persuaded to look at the boy and said 
he was suffering from typhus. He did not have time

to remain, but left two bottles 
of champagne. That night the 


Germans arrived. 


“Soon soldiers. rushed into 
the room where we were, in 
spite of signs tacked on ali 
doors: ‘“Typhus.’ One, bolder 
than his comrades, laughed: 
‘She is trying to deceive us,’ 
and came toward me with a 
threatening gesture. In Ger- 
man, I asked them what they 
wanted. 


“‘*Foad and quarters.’ 


“*You cannot stop here. 
There. is typhus.’ 

““Show us the ill ones.’” 

The men were finally, con- 
vinced of the truth of her 
statement and left for the out- 
side, after she had promised 
to send them food. Later a 
young German doctor looked at 
the child and said the illness 
was dysentery, tearing down 
the typhus signs. Several of 
ficers later quartered them- 
selves in the house and the 
American woman, her three 
children and two servants all 
packed together with the .ty- 
phoid patient were allowed to 
occupy one bedroom. 

“At 6 the Captain told me 
to prepare supper for eight of 
ficers.

While Ludendorff is 
his way to Fast Prussia, let us go back a few years. 
Along about 1910 Hindenburg had figured out a pos- 
sible defense against the Russians should they ever 
attempt an East Prussian invasion. The crux of his 
scheme was to leave the Masurian Lakes and the sur- 
rounding swamps undrained, a project that had been 
pushed by the land owners. Hindenburg, tactless, 
stormed and threatened and failed to convince the gen- 
eral staff. He had about given. up, his fight when he 
thought of his friend Ludendorff. The latter at that time 
was in disgrace at Danzig for conniving’ with the Crown 
Privee to evade house arrest for some escapade. Through 
the influence of the Crown Prifice Hindenburg got per- 
mission for Ludendorff to leave Danzig. The general 
siaif listened, so the tale runs, with amazement to one 
who, without note or memorandum to guide him, covered 
maps with pins, foretold the probable conceptions of the 


enemy and outlined all the tactical factors in a cam- 
paign involving Russia. 
Just what happened at the Masurian Lakes and at 


Tannenberg is still a mystery. There have been stories 
that 100,000 men were drowned in the swamp. There 
have been tales of dikes released and men swept away in 
a rush of swirling waters. All that is known certainly is 
that a Russian army disappeared. Two wee's later nota 
Russian soldier, except 140,000 prisoners stood on Ger- 
man soil. A second Russian afmy advancing along the 


Niemen, had been driven back with a loss of 50.100 


prisoners. 


The following February the feat was dupli-ated. One 
hundred thousand prisoners Were taken and Last Piiis- 
sia cleared. An incident of this battle was r ported in 
the Berlin papers at the time. Ludendorff had been 
very active rescuing: whole Russian regiments from 


drowning in the Masurian Lakes.

Outside of Germany all the fame has been Hinden-. 
burge’s. At home his is the name that stirs enthusiasm 
But among those who know it is always “Hindenbure 
and Ludendorff;:"’ never the one without the other. 


Ludendorff is not a talkative man, and it is probable 
that no one will ever know the true part he took in 
the Russian campaign that resulted in the taking of 
Poland, the successes in the West and the Rumanian 
invasion. He has never been interviewed. Occasionally 
he has been in the same room with Hindenburg when 
the Marshal was speaking to the newspaper men, but he 
has had nothing to say. 

When Hindenburg succeeded Von Falkenhayn as chief 
‘f the general staff he at once had Ludendorff made 
Juartermaster-General. ‘Since that time the two have 
been at imperial headquarters, always together. The 
two are inseparable both as friends and as comrades in 
arms. 

There is nothing alike in the two men. Hindenburg 
is gruff, surly and unapproachable; Ludendorff is suave, 
polite and immaculately attired. Hindenburg is quick 
tempered and impatient; Ludendorff cool, courteous 
and pleasant.

Hindenburg was once surprised to find Ludendorff 
ntertaining the members of his staff with a reading

A jest of Hindenburg at the expense of his friend 
ludendorff is recorded. At certain maneuvers before 
the war lLudendorff sent for orders after some 
bours in the Masurian La’es, where he had been stand- 
ing for some hours up to his waist in water. 

“Tell him,” said Hindenburg, “‘to read Heine.” 

According to Americans who have recently reached 
Switzerland from Germany Ludendorff dislikes Amer- 


icans and bas a deep-seated contempt for their military 
strength. While he is aware of their potentialities, yet 
so far as any organization or application of them is 
possible, they could not, in his opinion, be brought to 

bear upon the present war. .

Like most of the great menin world’s [RA 
crises, Ludendorff is of the people. His 
father was of a simple North Germany 
merchant family and was in charge otf 
a farm in Posen. Later the family 
moved to another farm in Pomerania, 
where the young Erich went to school. 
He was not remarkable as a student; 
in fact, he was rather backward. An 
aunt says of him: 

“His most striking characteristic was 
his reserve with other children. While 
the two brothers nearest him in age 
were glad to play with the other chil- 
dren in the village, Erich held himself . 
vloof. He always kept himself fault- 
lessly clean.” 

At the age of 12 he entered the mili- 
tary cadet school and was enrolled in a 
class two years ahead of most boys of 
his age. He was transferred to a school 
near Berlin in 1879 and three years 
later, when 17 years old, he entered the 
army as a subaltern. His rise was rapid. 
ile was an instructor in the military 
ecademy for a time and from 1890 to 
18938 spent three years at the Military 
Academy in Berlin studying, with Rus- 
sian as his major work. In 1894 he 
spent a year traveling in that part of 
Russia where the Czar’s armies were 
defeated with such terrible losses in 
1974, 

A year later he became Captain of the 
general staff and in 1902 he was Maj. 
IL.udendorff. In 1911 he became a Colo- 
nel. Im 1909 he had married Margarethe 
Pernet, a wealthy widow. Her four 
sons by her first marriage are al! offi- 
eers in the aviation corps. 

Just before the war Ludendorff was 
given the rank of General-Major and 
on the first.of August he was sent to 
the Belgian frontier. He helped batter 
down the walls of Liege. On the morn- 
ing of Aug. 22, as he was preparing to 
lead an attack on Namur, word came 
that he had been appointed chief of the 
general staff of the east. A special train 
Was sent to bring him to Kast Prus- 
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statue of Ludendorff. He is an honorary 
citizen of two towns of East Prussia and 
the universities of Breslau and Koenigs- 
burg have conferred degrees upon him 
Upon state occasions he wears upon his 
breast medals given to him by Kings of 
Saxony and Bavaria and the Grand Duke 
of Mecklenburg-Strelitz as well as by the 
two Kaisers of Austria®é and Germany. 
After the great winter battle of the Ma- 
Surian swamps, the German Emperor 
decorated him with the Order Pour la 
Merite. 

Though never interviewed, a 
grams are attributed to the 
master-General:

T first glance the high prices of popular 
foodstuffs would indicate that there was 
an alarming shortage of food in the 
United States. But this does not really 
mean that the foods necessary to sus- 
taim life and maintain health are be- 
yond the reach of the working man. A 
food authority informs us that we might well turn to 
other and more simple feeds as substitutes for the fresh 
meats, vegetables and other articles now commanding 
the high prices. . 

In considering the nutrients alone, fish and rice would 
be satisfactory substitutes for meat and potatoes. Fish 
contains virtually all the nutritious elements of fresh 
meat, and rice is even richer in nutrients than potatoes. 
So may other high-priced articles be replaced in the diet 
by plain foods. 


Almost any cook book gives numerous and valuable 
recipes for utilizimg left-over bread, which could be 
worked up into delicious puddings, toasts and as filler 
for other dishes. John B. Heydt of the American Bakery 
Co. declared that St. Lowis bakeries take back daily 
from grocers at least two tons of stale bread, which is 
sold to farmers for hogs and chickens. This bread, he 
asserted, is as wholesome as the day it was baked. He 
pointed out that the housewife can effeet a saving by 
purchasing this bread at the bakeries, 2 loaves of the 
stale one day old for five cents, and 4 loaves of the stale 
2 days old for the same price. 

Here are 20 inexpensive dishes that will reduce the 
grocery bill if substituted for some of the high-priced 
commodities: 


STEAMED BREAD. 


Heat a griddle hot, butter it well, dip slices of stale 
bread quickly into hot salted water and brown on both 
sides in griddle. Eat with butter or syrup. 


TQ FRESHEN BREAD. 


To freshen dry loaf bread, dip quickly in cold water, 
drain and heat in oven. The crust will become crisp and 
the texture almiost that of newly-baked bread. If any 
slices are left after the meal; wrap in a damp napkin and 
lay between two plates. They will keep fresh many 
hours. 
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bake until brown. Should be served on toast, with or 


without tomato sauce. 


PUDDINGS. 

For a plain bread pudding use 1 quart of stale bits of 
bread, a half-cup of molasses. a half-pint of milk, a 
teaspoonful of cinnamon and 2 eggs. Break the bread, 
cover with milk and let it soak a half-hour. Add mo- 
lasses, milk, cinnamon and the well-beaten eggs. Bake 
in a well-greased dish and moderate oven until the sub- 
stance becomes jelly-like. Serve with milk. 


STEAMED BREAD PUDDING. 

Mix 1 pint bread crumbs, 1 cup cold water, 1 cup mo- 
lasses, 1 teaspoonful soda, dissolved in hot water, 1 
beaten egg, 1 cup flour, 1 teaspoonful cinnamon, 1 cup 
cleaned raisins, half-teaspoonful salt and 1 teaspoonfu! 
clove if desired. Steam three hours. Nuts may be 
substituted for part of raisins. 


TOAST PUDDING. 

Take 6 slices of stale bread a half-inch thick. Mix 
1 beaten egg with 1 cup of milk; add one-fourth tea- 
spoonful salt and soak bread in this 15 minutes. Brown 
in hot butter in a frying pan or griddle. Serve with a 
sauce made of a half-cup of raisins, boiled 15 minutes 
in 2 cupfuls of water and a tablespoonful of brown or 
white sugar, 1 teaspoonful of flour to thicken and 1 
teaspoonful of butter, sprinkling of salt and nutmeg 


to season. 
HOMINY. 

Hominy also may be used as a substitute for potatoes 
or rice. It is rich in nutrients. Grits should be washed 
and soaked over night. Bring to boiling point and cook 
two hours in double boiler. One pint of large hominy 
measures 1 quart after soaking over night. It should

BEANS AND PEAS. °, 
These vegetables are unsurpassed as flesh makers or 
muscle and tissue builders. They contain double the 
amount of nitrogen found in wheat, and should be used 
in place of meat, never with meat, except beans and fat 
pork or peas and bacon. They are exceedingly valuable 
for those who live out of doors. — P 
To prepare baked, mashed dried peas, soak over 
night. Next morning drain and supply fresh cold wa- 
ter. Cook about three hours, after adding a saltspoonful 
of bicarbonate of soda. Drain through a colander, 
saving water, and press the peas through the colander. 
Add a little salt and pepper and a quarter of a cup of 
hot milk and beat until light. Turn into a dish and 
bake one hour. Serve with boiled rice. 
Red and white dried beans may be eaten as a satis- 
factory substitute for meat. Every housewife ov®ht to ag 
know that they should be soaked over night, drained 
and boiled about two hours. They may be baked and 
seasoned to taste. 
FISH. 


Here is a moderate-priced substitute for meat. Fish 
may be bought at 12 to 25 cents a pound, bass bringing 
the top price. Fish food builds and repairs muscular 
flesh and tissues. White fish is more easily digested 
than pink or red meat fish. Fish and rice might well 
replace meat and potatoes.

If mixture is very 
soft. add more rice. Brown lightly in well heated fat 
drippings. 

RICE, CODFISH AND EGGS. 

Two cups rice, 11-2 cups boiled or creamed codfish, 1 
tablespoonful butter and 3 or 4 eggs. Mix melted 
butter with rice and arrange alternate layers of rice 
and fish in a buttered baking dish, quart size, finishing 
with rice. Carefully break the eggs on top. Season 
the whites with salt and dot with butter or sprinkle 
with cream if desired. Bake until well heated. This 
dish may be prepared in individual baking cups, with 
an eze on each. 


RICE WITH HAM, BEEF OR LIVER CUBES. 


Three cups of left-over or freshly boiled rice, 1 gup 
of cooked cold bam, beef or liver, chopped or cut in small 
cubes. a half-cup of tomato juice or milk. First heat 
rice in juice or milk in double boiler, then add meat and 
mix lightly. Leave to heat 20 to 30 minutes. Season 
with salt, pepper or paprika to taste. This preparation 
may also be baked. Left-over fish may be used instead

CORNMEAL. 


The high nutritive value of cornmes! ani the low 
price at which it sells makes it the cheapest availale 
food. It has advanced in price, but is stil! cheap, con- 
sidering that there is no food more wholesome. 

One pint of cornmeal to a quart of boiling salt water, 
boiled 10 minutes and then cooked over slow fire for 
an hour or two will make a good mush, to be served 
with milk. The meal should be added siowly while 
stirring. 

A good, old Sotthern recipe for making cornbread 
calls for 1 pint sour milk, 1 teaspoonful! butter, | pint 
cornmeal, 1 egg, a half-teaspoonful bicarbonate of soda 
Dissolve soda in a tablespoonful of warm water; add 
milk and stir a moment, add egg, wel! beaten; the butter, 
melted, and then the cornmeal. Beat quickly and turn 
into a shallow, greased pan. Bake 30 to 40 minutes in 
a moderately heated oven. 


OATS. 


Oats are rich in nitrogenous matter and mineral enh 
stances, of which it loses less in the preparation than 
many of the other grains. On pound of oatmeal wi}! 
yield twice as much muscle hulilding mater'al as an equal

Salt and pepper and butter make a 
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meat cuts. They are whole- 
some and plentiful. A simple dish to supplant the ex- 
pensive roast can be made with 2 pounds of hamburger, 
1-4 pound salt pork, ground or chopped fine, 1 cupful 
bread crumbs or cornmeal. Mix all well together after 
seasoning with salt, pepper and nutmeg. Mold into any 
desired form and bake in moderate oven for 2 hours, 
basting from time to time. The whole should cost no 
more than 50 cents and should be sufficient for six per- 
sons. ‘ 


PASTE DISHES. 


Macaroni, spaghetti and mostocctoll are moderate- 
priced foods, the imported selling at 15 cents a pound. 
They have about the same food value as common white 
bread. They should take the place in the meal of pota- 
toes or rice. These dishes, with cheese, constitute the 
bread and meat of Italian wérkmen and by some food 
experts are considered a desirable substitute for meat. 

Paste dishes should never be put in cold water. Have 
the water at a bofl and sprinkle the macaroni in. Stir 
for a while and let it boll rapidly for 30 minutes. Drains 
through a colander and throw on cold water for a few 
minutes. Drain again and it is ready to serve with to 
mato sauce and grated cheese, or to be baked for a 
longer period. In this case cut the cheese ip cubes oF 
thin slices and mix with the macaroni, adding tomate 
juice, and then bake for 30 minutes. 

There are a variety of ways to serve these dishes. but 
the above recipe is the simplest and least expensive.

LAIR KENAMORE, of the Post-Dispatch staff, recently re- 

turned from a visit to the upper half of Lower California, 

a nominal part of the Mezico Republic that may yet be- 

come the 49th state of the United States. This rich sec- 

tion in the heart of the Imperial Valley where eight crops of al 

falfa can be made to grow in a year lies in the palm of a powerful 

dictator, a ruler who is practically independent of the Carranza 

government. Mr. Kenamore has made a complete study of that 

part of Lower California and the man awho may cause it to become 
one of the stars in the American flag.

OL. ESTEBAN CANTU, Goveynor and Military Com- 
mander of the Northern district of Lower California 
is going to appeal to the United States for admission 
into the union of states, but he will not do this un- 
til he has played out his string as a Mexican tef- 
ritory. 

This will be the greatest woe of the Governor's life, 
but he will undergo the anguish, at whatever personal cost, rather 
than see his well ordered territory fall into the anarchy of other 
Mexican states. He does not intend to watch the destruction of 
the government he has bvilt and if it is humanly possible, he does 
not intend to lose his meal ticket, but if this profitable province 
must go to another ruler, he will do his best to see that it is to 
a stable government like the United States, for ‘his friends and 
relatives have their fortunes invested in the land. 

The condition now existing in Lower California is absolutely 
unique in Mexico, and I doubt if it exists anywhere efse in the 
world. Cantu, a Canper litt'e blond gentleman who looks exactly 
like a young German traveling salesman and little like a Mexican, 
controls this district more positively than the Emperor of Abys- 
sinia rules his land. The Northern District of Lower California 
is a despotic monarchy, posing as a Mexican territory and Cantu 
is the state, the law, the levislature, the courts, and the military. 
Government is by edict, business by concession and monopoly, and 
agriculture stan’s on the shifting sands of uncertain taxation and

a sliding scale of duties and imposts. 


The scenes in this drama are laid in the romantic Imperial] Yal- 
ley. No where in the world, I suspect, is there greater individual 


prosperity than in this strange land below the 
level of the sea, where all the orange groves are 
loaded with fruit, awd all the irrigation ditches 
are full of swiftly flowing water. Every plat- 
form is full of baled cotton going away to com- 
mand wartime prices, and the gins, compresses 
and oil mills are working night and day. Every 
farmer has an automobile and is usually driving 
fiercely from one town to another smoking a big 
cigar. Around the hot valley, rise the mountains 
which keep back the sea, for here many lands are 
250 feet below the ocean level. Between the level 
fields run the canals, mains and, lateral ditches 
which supply the water for the rainless soil, and 
the drainage goes to the Salton Sea, a man-made 
Dead Sea greater than that in Palestine. 


The weather is so equable, the soil so prolific 
and the sun so hot that land here produces a 
crop of barley and a crop of cotton in a year, or 
eight crops of alfalfa. In summer the thermome- 
ter shows by day from 100 to 128 in a shaded 
house, and on warm nights, 110 at midnight is 
not unknown. ‘These people who are wrestling 
fortunes from the land are filled with the great 
nervous drive that may be seen around a stock 
market when a boom or a panic is on. They 
work hard, drive hard and fast, take their en- 
joyment at high pressure, and there is a constant 
impression that they are on the edge of a vol- 
cano. Fifty miles to the south are in truth boil- 
ing geyser-like springs of mud and sand, and 
earthquakes are frequent. Two years ago, one 
laid Calexico flat, but she rose in two months, 
gaudier than ever. 


There is a sort of hysteria in the air, as if the 
people were always conscious of the sea that rolls 
above their heads, or the volcano to the south or 
the earthquakes making ready to rip out the irri- 
gation ditches. 


And all this rich, prosperous, nervous valley, with 
its possibilities.of raising food for millions, lies in 
the hollow of Cantu’s hand. Any day he can turn 
off the water, destroy the canal and impoverish the 
country, for a few months without water would break 
most of the farmers, so close do they sail to the 
wind, and so furiously do they pyramid their profits. 

There is no water except in the irrigation ditches. 
A well was sunk for 1400 feet in an endeavor to find 
better water for drinking. The drill passed through 
nothing but the rich deposit made by the sea and 
land in the eons since the hardening land left this 
low spot, which once was the sea. Practically 1460 
feet of soil, but no water was found. 

Look at the map. The united Colorado and Gila 
rivers flow south out of the United States at Yuma, 
then into the system of canals in Lower California 
and are diverted northward into the Imperial Val- 
ley. Although the water is draining from the high- 
lands of New Mexico, Arizona, Colorado and Utah, 
flooding the channels of the two rivers, it goes into 
Mexico before turning to fulfill its mission in Cali- 
fornia. There is a big and prosperous cotton grow- 
ing area in Lowep California, which is supplied first 
by this drainage system, but plenty of water re- 
turns for the Imperial Valley. 

Cantu could cut the dams and ditches on the 
old river beds and turn the river southward into 
the Gulf of California, or bose it in the desert sands, 
if he saw fit, and that would be the ideal act if mil- 
itary necessity demanded that he strike a telling 
blow.

There are 60,000 persons and $100,000,000 worth of 
land in the Imperial Valley dependent to the last 
degree on the water which the Mexican Governor can 
divert at will. 

A canal could be built which would cut off this 
strip into Mexico, but serious engineering difficulties 
interpose. It would have to go through sand hills and 
would take a lot of cement, but $20,000,000 might do 
it in four years. 

The best land in the Imperial Valley lies in Can- 
tu’s territory and it has the most abundant and 
best assured supply of water. More than 90 per 
cent of the land is held by Americans, and the cot- 
ton crop of 1916 was worth more than $5,000,009. The 
land holdings are valued at between $20,000,000 and 
$30,000,000. 

In spite of ingenious and iniquitous taxes there, 
Americans have better government and more protec- 
tion than Americans in any other part of Mexico. 
These Americans will be strong defenders of Cantu 
in the days soon to come when some power on th 
Mexican mainland attempts to put Cantu again under 
the orders of the central Government. 

Knowing by report and wide repute the nature of 
the Government in Lower California, it is something 
of a shock to find here the most prosperous part of 
Mexico on the border, the greatest stability and con- 
fidence, and the best outlook for the future. On the 
surface there is not a troubled wave, but looking 
deeper one finds all the signs that evil days are 
ahead and that the cautious and capable Governor 
has already loosed the lashings on his windward 
anchor. 

When trouble comes and Cantu appeals to the Unit- 
ed States for protection, he will have the stanch sup-

port of California, and California is a power to be 
reckoned with in these days. Not because it was 
California’s belated vcte which continued Presideut 
Wilson in power, but because it is a great State, with 
a great future, and the native home of the Japanese 
question. The California Legislature can cause 
trouble for Washington any day that it wishes to 
pass a troublesome anti-Japanese resolution, which 
resolutions usually pass the Legislature by a unani- 
mous vote. Washington always has a difficult time 
in suppressing these expressions of the people of 
California “concerning their relations to westward. 
Now, if the United States runs counter to the wishes 
of California in the matter of its southern neighbors, 
the situation will becomé more complex. California 
will become vexed and as a consequence much harder 
to handle. 


Why should Cantu not offer his territory as a 
candidate for a new star in the American flag? He 
has held undoubted and undisputed control for more 
than three years. One State, Texas, has come into 
the Union on its own requésf, and. by permission of 
the others. Cantu has held his territory in absolute 
possession longer than the men who offered Texas 
to the Union had held the Lone Star State. 


Col. Cantu maintains a sham allegiance to the 
Government of Mexico, but it is pure pose and de- 
ceives no one. He pays no taxes and contributes 
nothing to the Mexico City Government. Not long 
azo, Carranza sent a customs collector with a car 
load of customs stamps to take charge of the Cali- 
fornia border. Cantu gave the man $300 and told 
him to go home. The official went, and Cantu sent 
the stamps back to Carranza by express, collect. 


The Northern District of Lower California is a 
free princip#lity. The Government is despotic, cor- 
rupt beyond belief, and the territory is probably the 
main headquarters for general and assorted vice on 
the American continent. 


For the purpose of strengthening his connection 
with America and of getting the viewpoint of the 
citizens of the northern republic, Col. Cantu em- 
ploys lawyers and others of American citizenship 
to advise him. The chief of his legal staff is Isa- 
dore Dockweiler of Los Angeles. Among his activi- 
ties, Mr. Dockweiler is Democratic national commit- 
teeman from California, and the man to whose ef- 
forts as much as any other one persons, was due the 
decision of California to cast its electoral vote for. 
President Wilson. This is not intended as a sug- 
gestion that the administration would be likely to 
look with favor on any appeal-from Lower Califor- 
nia, but to show what kind of men.Cantu gets his 
advice and counsel from. 


Army and navy men for half a century have tried 
to induce the United States to acquire title to Lower 
California, Stragetically it is essential to us, the ex- 
perts say. Like a natural fortification, it extends 
down the west coast of Mexico, a mighy tower of 
strength to us if held and garrisoned by Americans 
and American guns, but a grave and constant menace 
as long as it belongs to Mexico, with the never-end- 
ing danger that it will hide the coaling station and
